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DETAILED ACTION 
Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114 

1 . A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this 
application is eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e) has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action 
has been withdrawn pursuant to 37 CFR 1.114. Applicant's submission filed on 17 July 
2006 has been entered. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

2. Claims 23-27 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, first paragraph, as failing to 
comply with the written description requirement. Regarding claim 23, there is no 
description in the originally filed application of the handle being positioned one "the front 
head portion". While page 10 does state that the handle may be place on the head, 
there is no description of the handle being on the front head portion. Regarding claim 
24, there is no description of the handle being "disposed on a top surface of the front 
head portion". While placing the handle on the "top surface ... of the head" is described 
on page 10, placing the handle on a top surface of the front head portion is not 
described. Regarding claim 25, there is no description of the handle being "disposed on 
a side surface of the front head portion". While placing the handle on "a side surface of 
the head" is described on page 10, placing the handle on the top surface of the front 
head portion is not described. Regarding claim 26, there is no description of the handle 
being disposed on "a front attachment surface of the front head portion". Regarding 
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claim 27, there is no description of a handle being disposed "at the rear head portion". 
While page 10 describes a rear handle, no description of the rear handle being at the 
head portion is found. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 14-18, 21 and 22 are allowed.. 

Response to Arguments 

4. Applicant did not present any arguments in applicant's latest communication. 
None of the previous arguments address the current grounds for rejection.
